Str: I have the honor to respectfully recommend that a clause be 
inserted in the sundry civil appropriation bill for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1888, appropriating $50,000, or so much thereof as may be 
found necessary, for printing and separating silver certificates and legal- 
tender notes, and preparing them for issue, by this office and the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. While it is probable that this sum may 
not be necessary, yet it is possible, and in such an event the Depart- 
ment should be prepared for this contingency should it arise. 

It is suggested that the Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing be requested to furnish an estimate of the probable sum required 
for the joint use of both offices for the purpose above stated.
